Our  Annual  Report  on  the  financial  status  of  your 
Town,  and  on  the  accomplishments  of  the  Town  Officials 
diu-ing  the  past  year,  together  with  what  we  believe 
should  be  considered  for  accomphshment  in  1962,  is 
hereby  submitted. 

During  the  year  the  following  projects,  approved 
by  the  1961  Town  Meeting,  have  been  carried  out: 

The  old  Dodge  Truck  has  been  sold  for  $60.00. 

New  filing  equipment  for  Town  papers 
has  been  purchased  and  a  new  fireproof  safe 
for  the  preservation  of  Town  Records  should 
be  purchased  in  1962. 

We  have  been  informed  by  the  State  that  it  is  now 
making  the  necessary  surveys  for  the  rebuilding  of  the 
"missing  link"  on  Route  9  in  Stoddard  sometime  during 
1964  and  1965.  Perhaps  they  may  get  started  earher 
but  we  can't  count  on  it. 

Estimates  for  better  heating  for  the  Town  Hall  are 
being  taken  but  nothing  can  be  stated  at  this  time.  We 
do  know  that  the  cost  will  be  high  and,  because  the 
building  is  used  infrequently  during  the  Winter  months, 
think  the  matter  should  be  discussed  at  Town  Meeting. 
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It  is  quite  possible  that  the  time  will  soon  come 
when  consideration  must  be  given  to  providing  adequate 
docking  facilities  at  our  large  lakes  if  we  are  to  properly 
serve  our  Summer  population.

We  educators,  for  a  long  period  of  time,  have  been  critical  of 
the  operation  of  the  "one-room-school."  We  have  been  prone  to 
indicate  that  the  offerings  of  the  small  school  could  not  compete 
with  those  of  a  larger  school  and  that  a  teacher  with  eight  grades  to 
work  with  could  not  attempt  to  provide  for  the  childrens'  needs  as 
well  as  a  teacher  with  only  one  grade  to  work  with.  Therefore,  we 
have  said  that  when  these  youngsters  move  into  high  school  they 
would  be  penalized  by  their  inability  to  compete  with  their  peers. 
Stoddard  high  school  pupils,  over  the  years  of  my  experience  in 
this  district,  have  not  been  cooperating  in  helping  to  prove  this 
theory.  I  don't  mean  to  say  that  they  haven't  had  any  adjustment 
problems,  because  they  have.  However,  somewhere  along  the  line 
they  have  been  taught  to  face  up  to  problems  and  adjust  to  them. 
Reports  coming  back  to  me  from  the  receiving  high  schools  indicate 
that  a  very  large  majority  of  our  youngsters  are  proving  to  be  a 
credit  to  themselves,  their  parents,  and  their  school.  It  seems  to  me

that  a  great  deal  of  credit  for  the  success  of  these  youngsters 
should  go  to  their  teacher,  Mrs.  Marjorie  McMahon,  and  I  am 
confident  that  her  continued  efforts  will  continue  to  prove  my 
theories  relative  to  the  "one-room-school"  incorrect. 

Last  year  I  reported  some  of  the  thinking  of  the  Chairman  of 
the  State  Board  of  Education.  Last  December  he  made  similar 
remarks  at  a  Legislative  Committee  hearing  on  Education.  If 
some  of  his  thinking  is  accepted  and  presented  to  the  1962  Legis- 
lature for  adoption,  Stoddard  will  be  seriously  involved.  You 
should  follow,  with  interest,  the  work  of  this  Committee. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  School  Board,  teacher, 
pupils,  and  citizens  of  Stoddard  for  their  fine  cooperation  in  making 
this  a  pleasant  year.
